Up to a hundred years ago biogra- 


phy mainly aimed to eulogize great 


men—at any rate, to perpetuate the 


record of their lives as an example 
Biographers like Plu- 


tarch, or Vasari, or Boswell, with a 
native instinct for veracity, often 
managed to make the real man peer 
out through the cloud of incense, yet 
even with these the habit of laudation 
usually prevailed. In most cases 
biography was written by followers 
or by adoring relatives, whose frank 


purpose was to obscure weaknesses | 


and to accentuate virtues and achieve- 
ments. 

In the middle of the last century 
the scientific spirit, as it was personi- 
fied chiefly in Darwin, invaded every 
branch of thought, not only science, 
but history, criticism, theology. Biog- 
raphy was affected and radically 
changed by it, like all the others. 
What is called the new biography is 
not an invention of the twentieth cen- 
tury, though the genius of Mr. Stra- 


chey and others has given it singular 


impetus. The real inventor and su- 
preme practitioner of scientific biogra- 


phy, and, with Charles Darwin, one : 


of the most marked types of the sci- 
entific spirit, was Charles Augustin 
Sainte-Beuve, who studied the charac-

This portrait of Thornton Wilder, by Doris Ulmann, published now 
- for the first time, is in celebration of the publication of a limited edition 
of “The Bridge of San Luis Rey,” with illustrations by Rockwell Kent. 
Both the author and the artist will autograph tt. Mr. Wilder, as you 
know, received the Pulitzer prize this year for that incomparable work 
of fiction. This fall marked the publication of a volume of plays from his 
pen called “ The Angel That Troubled the Waters.” He calls them “ Three 
minute” plays, and they are intended to catch the significance of a dra- 
matic moment rather than to be developed drama. Mr. Wilder points out 
in his preface that they are not intended for production. Some‘of them 
were written as long ago as 1916 while he was still in college,

an utterly false conception to assume 
that the new biography drags down 
the great to a lower human level.

Such is the influence of the scientific 
spirit in the handling of biography. But 
biography is a fine art as well as a 
science, and in the effort for scientific 
truth artistic finish is too often neg- 
lected. There is the perfecting grace 
of style, for which the scientific biog- 
rapher too often expresses contempt. 
But style is really only the best way 
of saying things, and if we want 
things to get home, to stir men’s souls, 
we must look for that best way until 
we find it. It is style that largely 
makes the magic of the great French 
biographers, and it is a misfortune 
that we have, of late, been accepting 
so much biography in translation in 
which most of this magic is lost. 
And there is the deeper art of struc- 
ture. Many inexperienced persons 
seem to think that all that is required 
for biography is to take up facts and 
set th down, to let the chronological 
sequence of events flow on by its own 
mere process of development, with lit- 
tle artistic intervention in the matter. 
The real artist biographer goes to 
work far differently. Before he writes 
a line, he lays out the whole of his 
structure.

As one who has dealt with biography 
for many years, I may perhaps say a 
word about the special modification 
of biography as an art, which has 
been called psychography. The dis- 
tinguishing point of psychography is 
that it swings entirely clear from the 
chronological sequence of facts, to 
which biography is always and often 
most effectively tied. Psychography 
strikes at the character of the subject 


concerned, and seeks to develop that. 


character as such, using all the bio- 
graphical aids but using them only 
for that purpose. There are obvious 
difficulties about this effort, which add 
to its charm, as an effort: there is the 
danger of repetition, the danger of 
monotony, the danger of overempha- 
sis. But as one who has endeavored 
to practice the art of psychography 
for some twenty-five years, I can say 
that I have been more and more as- 
tonished every year by its possibili- 
ties, by the richness, the depth, the 
power, the variety of human truth 
that can be conveyed through it. Its 
amplitude of scientifiC recourse is 
equaled only by the beauty of artistic 
development which a really skilled 
psychographer ought to be able to 
produce.

Way to Smokeless Railways

‘The effort to find’ cheaper and 


cleaner fuels for locomotives and 
steamships continues. It is beginning 


to show results, though progress is 


slower than most city dwellers desire. 


Still, a good deal of significance must 


be attached to the statements of such

might meet the needs of the railroad 


and the community. 


Oil-Electric Methods. 


Possibly the oil-electric locomotive 
may simplify the transition from 
steam operation to central-station elec- 
trical operation. The oil-electric loco- 
motive consists of a Diesel internal 
‘combustion engine which turns an 
electric generator which provides the 
current for the motors which pull 
the train. Experience with these loco- 
motives has been satisfactory, in the 
main, 

The Canadian National railways
